The non-intervention committee is to 
meet at London, to resume its long-sus- 
pended discussion about the desirability of 
having foreign troops withdrawn from 
Spain. What conclusion is reached, if any, 
probably does not matter. At the rate 
‘Franco's Italian and German levies 
are driving into Government territory, 
there is a fair prospect that the war may 
be over and the troops sent home by the 
time the committee could get its negotiat- 
ing machinery into action at Rome and 
Berlin. 

For all the committee has accomplished 
or is likely to accomplish, a more appro- 
priate subject for discussion would be why 
that body should not dissolve itself, and 
thus end the pretence that it is barring 
outside interference and securing to the 
Spaniards the right to do their own fight- 
ing. All it has achieved has been to shut 
off outside official aid to the Government, 
while Mussolini and Hitler poured men and 
munitions into Franco's camp. 

Now that their protege is on the verge 
of victory the dictators are by no means 
likely to desert Franco and abandon the 
project to set up a Fascist power at the 
entrance to the Mediterranean; just to 
oblige the non-intervention committee they 
have hitherto treated with contempt. 


Standing Pat 


The Federation of Mayors and Munici- 
palities accomplished nothing of immediate 
importance at the annual meeting in Ot- 
tawa; other than showing that the finan- 
cial position of the cities is growing stead- 
ily worse, and reminding the Dominion 
Government it will have to take over the 
responsibility for unemployment relief 

That the delegates expected much more 
than this can hardly be imagined. They 
cannot have supposed the Dominion would 
off-hand admit their claim and take over 
the whole burden of relief at once. To do 
that would be like settling a matter in dis- 
pute while the arbitrators are at work. 

The Rowell Commission, now sitting in 
Edmonton, was created to gather up all 
available information as to the outworking 
of our present three-decker governmental 
system. Including information as to the 
results of unemployment relief, and other 
humanitarian services, upon municipal and 
provincial finance. It may be assumed 
that until the Commission has made its re- 
port the Dominion will make no radical 
change in the present three-way division 
of relief costs. And that the Provincial 
Governments will likewise stand pat. 

The place for the municipalities to tell 
their troubles—and the provinces as well 
—is before the Commission. And for the 
time it is quite certainly useless to tell 
them anywhere else. 


No ‘Direct Action’’ 


The Dominion Government refused to 
make a special grant to Vancouver to help 
that city finance ite unemployment relief 
costs. It offered instead the well-known 
explanation that the Dominion does not 
deal with cities in such matters, but makes 
grants to the provinces, which the latter 
are supposed to divide up and pass along 
according to need, supplementing the fed- 
eral money with contributions from their 
own treasuries. . 

This cannot be news to the Vancouver 
council, but it may be supposed the reason 
for the refusal, and for the rule, will be 
fairly apparent there and elsewhere. Had 
Vancouver been favored in this way, there 
would have been demands from the other 
136 cities and towns in Canada, and in- 
numerable smaller centres, for correspond- 
ing assistance; demands which could not 
have been denied with satisfaction to the 
applicant communities, all of .which are 
more or Jess in need of money. 

Nor, had Dominion grants been hand- 
ed out in this direct way, would it cer- 
tainly follow that the cities would get any 
Tacre money. As likely as not the provincial 
autborities would have cul down their own 
granis by corresponding amounts, leaving 
the municipalities no better off. 

Two years ago last fall the Dominio: 
substantially increased its grants to the 
provinces, ear-marking the money “to eas« 
the burdens upon the municipalities”. But 
the municipalities did not get all th 
money. The provinces intervened and kept 
part of it. Ottawa probably hasn't forgot- 
ten that. The municipal councils have 
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of interest-bearing bonds or treasury bills 
which they issued to get relief money. 


Alberta's Case 


Quite evidently the Rowell Commission 
is not to go away from Edmonton empty- 
handed, even if the legislature refused to 
repent of its folly and permit the Govern- 
ment to present the $10,000 brief that has 
been prepared in the name of the province. 
The Chamber of Commerce, University, 
cities of the province, and other organiza- 
tions and institutions are making present- 
ations from which the Commissioners will 
learn a good deal about conditions in Al- 
berta, and may be able to deduce a good 
deal more without undue use of imagina- 
tion. 

One conclusion to which they are bound 
to come is that this province does not 
differ from the others in having nothing 
to complain about and nothing to ask for. 
If there has been an impression that 
Utopia had come true in Alberta, these 
statements, and the plain implications 
from them, will correct that misapprehen- 
sion, 


Alberta is part of the Dominion and is 
going to remain so—contrary to any mis- 
representations. As part of Canada it has 
suffered during the depression years in 
ways common to the other parts, and more 
severely in some ways than most of the 
others. All that has been said on behalf 
of Manitoba and Saskatchewan in regard 
to the need of debt adjustment, provincial 
debt refunding, a new allocation of respon- 
sibilities for social services, and a corres- 
ponding allocation of taxing powers, goes 
for Alberta as well. 

Since the legislature is not to present 
these facts, it is hoped the Commission will 
take the Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
briefs as indicating the major points to 
which attention should be given in a study 
of Alberta’s place in the picture of Can- 
ada today.

Between Friends 


More than ordinary interest attaches to the 
introductory address of the new United States 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James be- 
cause of its bearing on the threatening inter- 
national situation. It was an _ enlightening 
message to the world, as well as Great Britain, 
approved by the State Department at Wash- 
ington, and forwarding in more explicit terms 
the policies recently enunciated by the Secre- 
tary of State. 

If the historic Pilgrim Club’s audience ex- 
pect a repetition of “the usual diplomatic 
niceties’ and nothing else it was disappointed. 
Ambassador Kennedy preferred to take for 
granted recognition of “the common heritage 
and the glorious traditions of the English- 
speaking peoples,’ but he expressed the same 
thought more revealingly. “Our two countries 
enjoy a relationship which is unique among 
the nations of the world Few other na- 
tions can discuss their affairs without a 
mental reservation that war between them may 
one day be the deciding factor. We are not 
compelled to weigh our words and actions in 
order to consider how they would affect our 
respective positions in the event of a conflict 
between us. ... We are friends, and as friends 
we should always be able to speak plainly, 
knowing that there can arise between us no 
misunderstanding that plain speaking will not 
clear away.’—Toronto Globe and Star. 


The Anglo-American Agreement 

The fate of the British Tariff concessions 
obviously depends at jeast as much upon the 
attitude of the Dominions as on the present 
basis of British agricultural protection. It is 
safe to say, however, that the Dominions are no 
less eager than the United Kingdom Government 
to push the present talks to a successful con- 
clusion. No useful purpose would be served by 
minimizing the difficulties with which both the 
British and American delegates are faced. Sec- 
tional interests are powerful, though they seem 
inclined to forget that a tariff is not a divine 
right, but a measure of protection granted to a 
specific industry so as to enable it the better 
to serve the interests of the community. The 
British Government, with the support of the 
nation, have embarked upon a policy vastly 
different from the economic liberalism of the 
nineteenth century, and they cannot yield on 
essential points in that policy; and the Ameri- 
can Government, faced with rising unemploy- 
ment, may find it more difficult than ever to 
agree upon tariff concessions which may enable 
prejudiced critics to say that they are throwing 
the American working man out of his job. 
Nevertheless, so much is at stake, both eco- 
nomically and politically, that the great bulk 
of public opinion on both sides of the Atlantic 
will continue to watch, with a hopeful and ex- 
pectant eye, the efforts now being made to find 
a fresh basis for Anglo-American trade.—Lon- 
don Times. 


Canadian Orchestras Get 
Their Chance 

The announcement from Ottawa that the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation will broad- 
cast, beginning next October, forty concerts from 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, the Montreal 
Orchestre and the Conceris Symphoniques of 
Montreal is the best news that has come from 
that source in many a long day. 

lt is good news for a number of reasons. In 
the first and most important place, it indicates 
a courageous effort to make head against the 
Americenization of Canadian air programs, which 
in the opinion of the great majority of Canadians 
was—as we believe—the chief criticism to be 
made against the Corporation’s later policy. We 
will now have, from coast to coast, first-class 
symphonic music played by full-sized Canadian 
orchestras, something which music-lovers in this 
country have keenly desired for years and which 
will present a Canadian balance to the hitherto 
exclusively American domination of Canadian 
broadcasts in the realm of symphonic music. 

In the second place these programs, coming as 
they probably wil] at least twice a week, will 
naturally familiarize Canadian listeners more and 
more with this superb type of music and increase 
popular appreciation and understanding of it. 
Each successive survey made by the broadcast- 
ing organizations in the United States shows 
growth in the demand for music which, until a 
few years ago, was available only to those who 
could afford to attend fairly expensive concerts. 
It is encouraging to be told that the Corporation 
intends to give an equal opportunity to as many 
as possible of the most worthy musical organiza- 
tions in Canada as quickly as the money 
available—Montreal Daily Star. 


Collective Interest Through 


Trade Treaties 

There are few Britons better qualified to 
speak authoritatively about world trade than 
Lord Elibank. He has made a profound study 
of it both at close and long range, and his three 
years presidency of the Federation of Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the British Empire brought 
him into intimate contact with almost every 
problem international trade presents. When, 
therefore, he expresses the belief that world 
peace may possibly be preserved longer through 
the creation of collective interests by way of 
interlocking trade treaties between the English- 
spesking countries, his opinion is entitled to 
respect. 

As Lord Elibank sees it, through the estab- 
lishment of such collective interests, the unport- 
ance of defending them becomes more signifi- 
cant. But he is not oblivious to the difficulties 
in the way. Any Anglo-American trade treaty 
he stresses, inevitably involves the Dominion: 
which must enter into their own accords with 
the United States, and to achieve this, mutual 
concessions and sacrifices will be necessary.

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Your Health

You have good posture when ali of the parts 
of the body are correctly balanced. This per- 
fect balance has the desirable effect of cutting 
down on tension, strain, and lost motion by mak- 
ing the body a more effective working machine. 

Good posture not only improves the appear- 
ance of the body but also after the age of thirty 
produces a greater effect of youth. In addition 
it helps the vital organs such as the lungs, stom- 
ach and intestines, to do their work better and 
last but not least, it means that muscle work is 
done with the least expenditure of energy. 

Furthermore, good posture has a definite 
mental or psychological result in the way of en- 
couraging a state of confidence. Act physically 
as though you had all the confidence in the 
world, walk in the manner of one filled with 
confidence, with the head up and the shoulders 
well carried, and you will soon find that mental 
confidence is being built up. 

A round-shouldered state is one of the very 
common examples of faulty posture. The upper 
back is humped over, the chest is sunken, .the 
head sags forward and the chin is held in. One 
of the most far-reaching effects of this type of 
posture is the effect upon breathing. As the 
lungs are cramped and crowded for space in this 
position, breathing is interfored with and the 
entire body suffers from not getting enough air. 
This lowered breathing capacity often seems to 
have a definite effect in causing a loss in energy. 
In other words, there will be less vitality as long 
as this faulty breathing is practiced. 

With the continuance of the round-shoulder- 
ed position, the upper spine tends to remain 
curved and eventually the individual finds it im- 
possible to straighten the spine, as the spine 
seems to lose some of its flexibility. 

Another effect of faulty posture manifests 
itself in a protrusion of the lower abdomen. Most 
civilized people have this particular fault and 
if you will observe them when they are at ease 
you will see that the lower abdomen sticks out 
toward the front, when it should be almost flat. 
Some protrusion is usually due to the fact that 
the muscles are flabby and relaxed, this flabbi- 
ness extending not only to the muscles of the 
back but also to the important abdominal mus- 
cles. 

The best way of overcoming the relaxed 
muscular tone is by exercise and exercise is 
practically the only measure which may be re- 
lied upon to strengthen the muscles that they 
will hold the body erect at all times. The move- 
ments which are the most helpful are those 
moving away from the centre of the body—that 
is, extension or stretching movements. 

Sometimes the person with poor posture will 
make the excuse that he can not exercise be- 
cause he is too tired. That is because he does not 
realize that faulty posture is helping to keep him 
tired. The right kind of exercise will generally 
have a strengthening and vitalizing effect which 
will cause the feeling of fatigue to be replaced 
with a feeling of strength. When fatigue is 
noticeable, it is a good plan for the individual 
to learn to balance his exercise periods with 
periods of rest. Complete rest is best obtained 
by lying down. 

In the beginning the person trying to im- 
prove the posture will tend to return to his 
former postural habits and must remind him- 
self many times a day to return to a good postural 
position. Later on, the new habit is formed and 
this is when results begin to show, not only ina 
younger appearance of the body but also in a 
better functioning of the vital organs. 

At the start it is very important that he keep 
his mind on the change he desires and that he 
exercise regularly. With this combination, he 
will obtain results. 


Questions And Answers 

* QUESTION: C. X. wants to know: “What do 
you advise on the eating in between meals prob- 
lem? No matter what I take for lunch, I get 
hungry in the middle of the afternoon. Do not 
get my dinner until 8 o'clock at night. What 
could I have, say about 3 or 4 in the afternoon?” 

ANSWER: As a general rule I do not par- 
ticularly advise eating between meals. However, 
if your dinner meal is delayed, you could try us- 
ing some fresh fruit or a glass of fruit juice 
during the afternoon. This should satisfy you 
and at the same time, will not interfere with the 
evening meal. 


QUESTION: Mrs. F. J. O. inquires: “Could ° 


you tell me if a prolonged rest cure is advisable 
in my case. I am tired all the time so that all I 
want to do is flop down somewhere. Have a 
slight secondary anemia. Examination shows 
everything else normal, Feel discouraged al] the 
time. Am constipated and blue. Have never liked 
exercise or athletics and admit I lie around too 
much but can’t seem to get up enough ambition 
to even go for a walk.” 

ANSWER: If a prolonged rest cure were ad- 
visable for you, your examining physician 
would have recommended it. Judging from your 
account of your symptoms, I suggest that the 
best plan is for you to keep on your feet and 
keep fighting, if you wish to regain a normal 
feeling of vigor and vitality. Many patients who 
are habitually constipated also suffer from a 
tired feeling and it is quite likely that the re- 
moval of the constipation would bring a marked 
gain in well-being. 


so far as weight of power and wealth are con- 
cerned, But Lord Elibank looks beyond al! this. 
He feels that there never was a time in world 
history when the need for the English-sveaking 
peoples to act tugether was greater. He makes 
no suggestion of specific treaties of agreement 
for concerted action. He is, apparently, envisag- 
ing more the possibility of parallel action sug- 
gested in the latest avowed foreign policy of the 
United States. 

There are those who do not see in this much 
encouragement for the future. But there is 
sound economic ground for the argument that a 
series of interlocking trade treaties would in- 
evitably so link together other interests as to 
make either concerted or paralie) action a defin- 
ite probability under given emergencies. While 
manifestly any trade treaty would be confined 
in its clauses to matters of trade and commerce, 
the signatories could hardly close their eyes to 
the possible wider implications, 

The re-establishment of an effective balance 
of power is what Lord Elibank thinks might be 
the outcome of such trade treaties, and with 
that new balance the likelihood of war would 
become more remote. While the outlook con- 
tirues grave, it is heartening to find so distin- 
guished an authority taking a more optimistic 
view than most.—Montreal Daily Star,

Forty years ego today (March 
30, 1898) the Senate. as it has so 
often done, proved its value as a 
safety valve and a brake upon a

Taxing Farm Products 


Editor, Bulletin: While the taxing 
of industrial production may be 
ok. owing to the uniformity of pro- 
duction costs, I can’t see how it 
will work out on farm lands. Pro- 
ductive qualities of the soil vary 
and production depends upon the 
intelligence and hard toil of the 
farmer, therefore the poorer the 
soi] the more it costs to produce 
the same amount of grain. 

Again, the closer to markets the 
smaller the cost of marketing. How 
will Mr. Maynard keep track of all 
this? I would also like to know 
what would happen to the farmer 
who loads a car of grain or live- 
stick and ships to a feeder outside 
the province. The railroad or post 
office won't act as collectors for the 
provincial government. What about 
the farmers on the Saskatchewan 
border Who is going to stop them 
running their produce across the 
line? 

Some farmers specialize in the 
purchase of feeder hogs and cattle 
and buy large quantities of grain 
and hay from other farmers. Who 
will keep track of this? 

One can’t keep track of farm pro- 
duce, as 75 per cent of the fatmers 
don't know exactly what they pro- 
duce. 

The point is this, every farmer 
will bootleg all he can and unrest 
will set in amongst the producers. 
Chaos is bound to result, lying and 
racketeering will become general. 

Take poultry products for ine 
stance, most farmers exchange their 
eggs and butter at the stores for 
groceries. The storekeeper in turn 
retails them to his customers, no 
tax, but the man who speeds up his 
production and sells to pool or 
plant, pays. 

As regards protecting the home- 
steaders, o.k.; but homestead land 
today is only valued at about $400 
per quarter section at 10 mills equal 
tax of $4.00 or two days of road 
work, 

The bill is a bad one, rather 
amateurish and a foolish experi-

The soil and location of the farm 
should be taxed and let the farmers 
work out their own salvation.

“After payment of all operating 
expenses,” says the report, “the 
Net operating revenue of the rail- 
way for the year 1937 was $17,- 
607,750, an increase of $2,474,951 
over the previous year. After pay- 
ment of taxes, rentals, discount 
and all other cherges of every 
description. 

Excepting only capital losses from 
line abandonments charged to pro- 


prietors equity, the net income 
available for interest wag $8,287,228, 
an increase of $1,878,317 over the 


previous year, After applying such 
net income against the interest on 
funded debt due to the public, and 
interest on government loans, there 
was a deficiency of $42,345,867 as 
compared with $43,303,393 in 1936." 
CASH POLICY 

In 1937 the government adopted 
the policy of collecting from the 
railway in cash, interest on loans 
for capital purposes, and the report 
states that had that change in pol- 
icy not taken place the deficiency 
for 1937 would have been $40,661,114 
instead of $42,345,867. This change 
was made following the passage of 
the Capital Revision Act, 1937, and 


efter explaining the provisions of 
that act the report continues: “The 
adjustments authorized by the act 


were entirely confined to the rela- 
tionship between the government 
and the railway, and did not deal 
in any way with the large funded 


debt of the system in the hands f | 


the public.” 

Taxes paid by the railway in 1937 
amounted to $6,697,242 exclusive of 
sales tax of approximately $4.200,0.0 
added to the cost of materials 
INCREASED EXPENSES 

“The increase of all operating ex- 
penses over those of the preceding 
year was $9,311,168,’ says the re- 
port, “Increased rates of pay ac- 
counted for $2,800,000 and increases 
in prices of materials accounted for

ing and of modernizing rolling stock 


was augmented during the year, re- 
sulting in additional charges to 
maintenance of equipment ex-
